1. Claims 1, 5, 6, 8, 12, 13, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Criscione (USPN 6,359,497). 

Fig. 1 discloses a comparator 4, cross-coupled logic circuits M8/M9 & M6/M3 and 
- first M1 and second M4 switching elements configured and operating as recited in 
claims 1, 5 & 6. 

Claims 8, 12, 13, 23 and 24 are anticipated for the reasons above. 

2. Claims 15, 18-20, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ellis (USPN 6,281,724). 

Fig. 6 discloses a comparator with hysteresis 22 and output circuitry 30/32 
configured and operating as recited in claims 15 and 18. 

Claims 19, 20, 25 and 26 are anticipated for the reasons above. 

3. Claims 15, 18-20, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Matthews et al. (USPN 5,426,386). 

Fig. 1 discloses a comparator with hysteresis 10/22/24/26 and output circuitry 18 
configured and operating as recited in claims 15 and 18. 
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Claims 19, 20, 25 and 26 are anticipated for the reasons above. 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 2-4, 7, 9-11, 14, 16 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but may be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 21 and 22 
appear to be allowable over the Prior Art or record.
